Washington, March 14.— The 
opinion of the Supreme Court of 
the I'nited States in the oaSt) of 
the Northern Securities ooinpany 
Bgamat tha Unitad Htataa, invok- 
ing the merger of the Northern 
Pncitio and the Great Northern 
railroad oooipaniee, and handed 
down today and waa in favor of 
tha (iovernment. Tha oplnioa 
was read by Justice Harlan 

The opinion of the I'nited 
States Circuit Court for the dis- 
trict of Mlnnaaota waa affirmad. 

The etTect is to sustain the con- 
tention that the Anti Trust law, 
applies to railroad combinations 
of tha character in qaastion. 

Justice Harlan said thnt in the 
merger of the tw(j rwads, llie stuck 
holders disappeared and reaiipear- 
ed in tha Securities couipauy, the 
two thus bacoining practically con 
solidated in a holding company, 
principHl object being to prevent 
cu.'upelitiuu.

In Kansas. 

HAD BOTH LEGS AMPUTATED, 



Till' Whichita Kan.i Daily KaKlesays; 

Kicliard Dorr of sin Kast Murdink 
avenue, who i> employt**! on the Mis- 
ouri I'acitic in the capacity of brake- 
man, h'll under a moving train at In e 
|)ort yest«-rday afternoon and a.s a n 
suit his le^s were crushed, one below 
and the other just above the knee. 

The injured man waa placed in the 
cahootte and bruut;ht immediately to 
Wichita, when- he was taken to tbe 
Wichita hoapital .V meaaage from the 
hospital late Uat night aakl that It was 
necessary to amputate both ol hia legs 
but that he waa reatiag aa well aa oould 
be expected under the drcamataacee. 

Dorr had been worUag aaabrakeman 
alx>ut a month, and wa« on hia third 
trip a8 a regular brakeoMn. His run 
was on thelocal freight from Wichita to 
Kiowa and return. 

The train was just pulling into Free- 
port and Dorr made a jump from tbe 
i n;,'ine to the cinder platform. He loat 
his balan<-e and fell between the plat- 
form and the rails, but Ins body waa 
btrui k by a car and rolled across the 
rails. Five cars patwed over him before 
he was noticoil andthatralBwaabfought 

to a full slop. 

Kni;ineer Charles .\yler of train No. 
10, tells of the accident as follows; 

"We wen- just pullin;» into Freeport 
about l:0."i, and Dorr was on the engine 
with the fireman and me. When we 
reached the cinder platform he attempt 
•si to alight. I think that he held on to 
the side bar juat a aecond too \ong and 
Ii- a result waa thrown off his balance 
ami fell sideways off tbe platform. The 
fireman yelled to nte that the brakeinan 
had fallen beneath the train and I atop- 
|M-d just as iiuickly aa poaubla, but it 
was not until five cara bad paMad over 
him and lie was dragged along the track 
about tho li-m,'lh of two cars. 

- We hurriisi to pick him uu and car 
ried him into the depot, where we at- 
tended to tils injuries. Then wesecured 
orders to run as an e.xtra into Wichita, 
whiili we did, makinir the trip in 
iiiinu.es. .\l the West Sme we were 
met by llie .iiiibulaiu e and I )orr was 
taken l>> the hospit.ll. lie ^eemed to be 
siiiTerim: intenselv. He was cnn.scious 
all the tinu- aft' r the ac idont ocrarred. ' 

Dick Dorr has been an employe of the 
Missouii Pacific for a iiuniUir of \ears, 
having: been foreman of the warerooms 
,it the freight house. .VUiut six weeks 
iiu'o bo commenced work aa a brakeman 
and waa aaaignad totharagtthir Uat of 
brakemen. 

A feature which makes thi- accident 
doubly sad ia the fact that 1 >orr has a 
wife and four chUdien who an- depend 
ent upon him for aupport. it ia under 
stood that be carriea no accident inaur 
anco of any kind. The phyaiciana who 
are attending him at the hoapital atated 
s, -I, rdav evening that it waa their opin 
ion that he would ultimately recover, al 
ttiou-.:h Ii-' ^vill be disabled for life.

WINDMILL IRRIGAnON. 

EiMiuii i'KEb8: The early pio- 
naar who firat gava tba name (iar- 

deo City, to that little village in 
the midst uf the arid desert in 
Southwest Kansas must have done 
so in dariaian, bnt it now aaams as 
if there waa aomatbing propbatio 
in the choice. A town once the 
center of a great cattle district in 
a country where water was scarce, 
and aoil anprodnotiva, ia new in 
reality the garden spot of Kansas. 
Tins wonderful change has been 
brought about by means of wind 
mill irrigation. For a long time it 
waa thought that tba country was 
only fit for cattle raising, but 
while it was found that the soil 
would be quite productive if a auf 
fioiant water anpply oonld ba ob- 
tained, irrigation was first tried by 
bringing water frciu the Arkausaa 
river, but the river was usually 
dry wban the water waa most nee- 
ded, and thousands of dolUra wara 
waisted by the fruitless scheme. 
Then about IbMt, the plan of dig- 
ging wells and pumping water in- 
to raaarvoirs by tba maana of tba 
windmills was tried. It was found 
that the water supply underground 
was inexhaustible. Wells were 
dag to a depth of 40 feat.

I nation. The windmilla pump the 
wuier aa long as the wind blows 
s^-rong anoQgb, and the water is 
atoradin rtaarroira, wbtia it ia'l

Tho niservoirs bring other means 
of support and pleasure.

In winter enough 
ioe'oan ba obtained to laat tbrongb 
the summer. To the farmer boys 
it is a continual source of amuse- 
ment, through the skating in win- 
ter, and rowing, fishing and awim> 
ming in tba aommar montba.
